Most recent of the stories 
about Mr. Rubirosa is a routine 
one, requiring, as usual, a 
strong stomach. It was in the 
cafe society gossip-column man- 
ner and it reminded me of a 
line from a very recent novel by 
the mystery writer Raymond 
Chandler. ‘‘When I had finished 
reading this dog-sickness,’’. he 
wrote, “I turned on the televi- 
sion and even the _ wrestlers 
looked good.”’ 

The story said that when Mr. 
Rubirosa was informed that Zsa 
Zsa had said she soon was leav- 
ing for Paris and would prob- 
ably see him there, ‘Rubi 
blushed’ and said:

That is one blush I would like 
to wager never got blushed, but 
was one of those poet-licenses 
used by writers describing the 
international barfly set.

Today Southern farms are becoming 
larger and more mechanized. The process 
has not yet run its course. Until it does, 
the South’s per capita income will con- 
tinue to lag behind the national average. 
That is a simple economic fact. 

In the meantime, the prospects for con- 
tinued economic advances in the South 
are almost limitless. From being the nae 
tion’s “economic problem No. 1,” the re- 
gion most definitely has moved into the 
category of “economic opportunity No. 1.”

Cobb Jurors Urge 
Loan Law Revision 


In Cobb County, where the court has 
acted militantly against “loan sharking,” 
the February grand jury wound up an 
intensive investigation of the loan field 
With some sensible recommendations. 

The Cobb jurors said they would like 
to see a complete overhaul of Georgia's 
loan laws. Specifically, they recommended 
a law that would include (1) adequate 
protection for the borrower against exces- 
sive interest rates, burdensome and un- 
necessary insurance premiums, (2) high 
enough interest rates to attract legal lend- 
ers, (3) a raise in the small loan limit to 
$1,000 and bunching all such companies 
under one law with a state agency to sup- 
ervise them, 

Certainly, an equitable loan law should 
fair to both borrower and lender be. 
Surely, the present hodge-podge of state 
loan laws need clarifying into an en- 
forceable code. 

The next Georgia General Assembly 
should place loan law revision high on the 
agenda.

Justice Need Not Be 
Deaf as Well as Blind 


The drama of the courtroom often 
packs a wallop and a lesson. But more 
often than not the impact and the moral 
have been lost because the lines spoken at 
the bench have carried no farther than 
the jury box. 

Sometimes they have not carried that 
far, in which case it is no surprise if jus- 
tice has miscarried. 

~-Courtrooms were not designed with 
acoustics in mind. Judges usually make 
themselves heard, but witnesses often 
speak in whispers while the lawver turns 
his back on the spectators and addresses 
the bench or the jury box. 

The visitors to the court sit and watch 
and wonder what is going on. 

All that can be changed, and has been 
in progressive courts, by the installation 
of public address equipment. The Rich- 
mond Superior Court at Augusta is an ex- 
ample of one that has recently put in mi- 
crophones and speakers. Fulton County 
uses small PA systems in some court 
rooms with speakers intended to carry at 
least to the jury. 

Wherever a PA installation has been 
made, the change has been for the better. 

Justice may be blind, but in this age 
of electronics there is no excuse for its 
being deaf.

World Would Profit 
From ‘Crackpot Pot 


Prof. James Miller at the University of 
Chicago has proposed that foundations and 
other groups granting financial support for re- 
searches set aside a portion of their funds 
each year as a “crackpot pot,”’ to be used to 
help individuals whose ideas are big but whose 
methods of approach may be unorthodox. 

As things stand now. an applicant for aid 
is more often chosen because he is associated 
With certain institutions, has an acceptable 
background, holds an advanced degree, and 
will use accepted scientific methodology. 

But how many times in history have epoch- 
making discoveries been accomplished by non- 
traditional methods and by personae non 
gratae? It was imaginative heterodoxy that 
inspired the Wright brothers, Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, Marconi, Georges Claude, Darwin, 
Cuvier, Columbus, Galileo, Copernicus. 

Professor Miller suggests further that such 
“crackpot pots’ be spent ‘“‘only on recom- 
mendation of a minority” of trustees or com: 
mittee members, even by “‘one member who 
believes firmly in the project.”’ 

However, trustees should not be forced to 
consign their expressions of confidence to a 
“pot.” The “hope chest’? theme is much more 
apropos.

What has already happened 
should be proof enough that we 
can build bigger and bigger bombs, 
big enough to destroy all of civili- 
zation, so that the human race 
finally should now have sense 
enough to sit down together some- 
where and do something about con- 
trolling this destructive force. 

The results of the March 1 ex- 
plosion that leaked out gradually— 
the atomic illness of 23 Japanese 
fishermen who were about 80 miles 
away from the blast, the injury 
of 315 persons 100 miles away. the 
atomic poigoning of fish—all those 
had their impact upon our govern- 
ment, as upon other governments 
around the world, and brought their 
reactions. These included the Presi- 
dent's statement that something 
must have happened this time that 
had not happened before and that 
the stientists must have been sur- 
prised themselves. 

That seems to be confirmed in 
at least one scientific quarter — 
in the F.A.S, Newsletter, the publi- 
cation of the Federation of Ameri- 
can Scientists. In its most recent 
issue, it expresses uncertainty 
about what happened and what 
may happen in future bigger ex- 
plosions and deybt about the ability 
to control increasingly eX- 
plosions. The publication says, 
among other things 

“Failure of political contro! of 
the atom has been a matter of 
chronic concern since Hiroshima, 
Information slowly emerging from 
behind the security curtain sug- 
gests that at least partial failure 
of physical l of explosions, 
long feared as a possible ultimate 


danger, has become of immediate . 


tests. 


practical concern and may have 
important political repercussions, 

‘‘Not emphasized in press ace 
counts is the implicit warning in 
the ‘incident’ that current tests 
may be approaching orders of 
magnitude where close control not 
only becomes difficult, but effects 
in fact may become incalculable.” 

Uncertainty among _ scientists 
would seem to reinforce rising dee 
mands that our people be let in as 
much as possible on what is going 
on behind the atomic curtain, for 
only an informed public can help 
determine policy. What we should 
do becomes complicated because 
of our new emphasis on atomic 
weapons, Control or outlaw of 
atomic weapons would have its ef- 
fect on our military policy. 

The impasse between us and 
Russia over international control 
has hinged, and still does, on her 
insistence that atomic weapons be 


outlawed first before international- 


control and inspection is establish- 
ed. We have insisted that in- 
ternational control must first be 
imposed with very rigid inspection, 
and after that reduction of atomic 
weapons and eventual outlaw. 
But recent events indicate that 
the time surely is getting very 
near when some agreement must 
be reached. The recent awesome 
explosions have been accepted by 
some as assurance that no nation 
now would dare start an atomic 
war, as it would surely mean its 
destruction as well as that of its 
enemy, and so, too, the end of 
civilization. 

That is an optimistic viewpoint, 
and with some sense.

The End of ‘The Whip’ 


Ernie White walked up to the tall, thin body draped 
carelessly over the Cincinnati bench down in Tampa, 
sat down beside it and put his left arm against the 
body’s right. 

“I want you to have a look at the two rottenest 
arms in baseball,” he said, grinning like a cat with a 


new parakeet in the house. ‘‘And they used to be two of 
the best.” 


Ewell Blackwell cracked a wan smile, but he didn’t join in 
hilariously with the old St. Louis Cardinal pitcher from South 
Carolina. Old not by the years, maybe, for White is but 34. Still, 

| it seems as long ago as covered wag- 
ons and Daniel Boone that he was 
helping pitch the Cards to the pennant, 
and then to a World Series victory 
over the Yankees. 

This would be 1942. It was the 
next year that he snapped a bone 
in his arm throwing against the 
Giants. For five years he tried to 
pitch, and every part of him was 
willing, except his arm. Finally, 
he surrendered and accepted a 
managerial billet in the minors. 
Today his readjustment is com- 
plete. He manages Columbia in 
the Sally League, a Cincinnati sta- 
tion, and he was here at the parent 
camp practicing the fine art of 
fungo hitting, chasing leg-heavy 
pitchers around the park and help- 
ing Birdie Tebbetts keep order 
around Plant Field. 

But the Blackwell that sat beside him was a tragedy. Seven 
years ago this tall whip of a man was unbeatable, and the record 
shows that he went out 16 times in a row and won 16 times. This 
day, in the sun that baked the bench he once rode so majestically, 
he was defeated. Battered, broken, wistful, completely over- 
whelmed.

The Yankees invited him to spring training across the bay at 
St. Petersburg this year. They’d picked him up for pennant in- 
surance late in 1952, the deal that gave the Reds Jim Greengrass, 
plus $40,000 and some more human cargo since passed on. 

That season Blackwell earned his keep with a sterling save 
now and then. Last year he was a total loss. Something, he said, 
went wrong in his arm.
